'I'lii' il isu'i'ssiii}; news from Soiilli Africa 
WHS tile only topic of couvi^rsatiou on tlio 
streets yt^storday. The public' were, in a 
nieusuro, prepared for it 'by the iles|)al< li- 
es in the Colonist of yesterday inoriiiii;.'. 
in which Gen. While spoke of Iiaviiipr 
cicnt out two rotrinieiits wliicli liad not re- 
turned. Thcr(! was no disposition to 
criticize the General adyereely, for it 
was uaiversally felt that whcu a eom- 
ninndcr is confronted with .a force three 
tiiiie.s ;is larfje as his own, lie iiiasl take 
exlraoriliiiary risks, llis plan ul' tiatlle. 
Iiy wliicli the captured batl.alioas wcr

A few people e.vpre.ssed .surprise that the 
British force sttrrendcrcd, but this indi-

Patriotic Speeciies and Resoiu- 
rions After Dealing Witti

A monster puMIc mooting, which filled 
thf largo coimcil chamber at the city hall 
nnd overflowed into llii> corridors, la^st 
evening demanded lluu Mr. William 
Marcliaut resigu sral at tlie board oC 
eeliool trustees, 'riiis aolioa was taken 
on account oC a loiter imblishod in the 
Times on Saturday oveiiing and address- 
ed to the clergy of the city who liad 
preached on llie war in .South Africa. 
There was :i ^(loil deal of I'uu in the 
meeting, but beneath it all was a deter- 
minatioa that u man who bold such views 
as the writer of the letter should not con- 
limie as a member of the school board. 
Mr. .M:irohaiit was ;;ot pn'si'iit himself, 
but wrote a letter, in c.\planation. There 
was no one there to defend him, except- 
ing of course Mr. Ale.'c. Wilson, who is 
alwayn in his element when taking an 
opposite view to that lielil by the large 
majority; while Mr. Waller Morris ask- 
ed forgiveness for the offender. JM iore 
adjooirning the meeting passed rcsolu 
tions endorsing the action of the Imperial 
government; expressing the oi)iiiion that 
Cannda should bear her sliari' in maiii- 
tniuing the Enjpire und syniiiailiy with 
the relatives of those who had fallun in 
defence of their Queen and country. It 
was a great gathering of patriots, men 
who wanted their children to learn no 
liislDyal si-iiiiuu'iits from those elected 
to si'c to their i>ro|ier education. 

Mayor Uedrera w;is voted to the chair 
^■nil Major Himi Williams \v-as elected 
secretary. Dnrin^' the meeting the 
-Mayor read the fdllnwiii^' lellcrs from 
iMr. Marchant, liishoi. I'errin ami Rev, 
Mr. Hughes: 

Ilaugliton Street, 
Victoria, n. c, Oct. .'ii, i.s;i;). 
To the Chairman of Public Mediiifj: 

Dear Sir; I oliserved hv tlie' ilallv news- 
pipers that a piibll,' r,ii>ctliis was to'li- call- 
ed to discuss a letter wrluea l)v ni.. an,l 
pcDilsbed In the Dally Times. As I have 
received no Invitation to attend -a c(]arse 
usually adopted In nicctlugs of this kind 
— KJiavc no coarse left open but to remain 
at home. 

I should have much liked to be present, 
believing that a Victoria audience would bo 
ready to accord fair play to any one, how- 
ever nnpopalnr his course may be'.

The letter was written la a vein of satire, 
without one particle of iatcntlonal malice, 
111 feellui; or disrespect; the only Intention 
of which was to nroa-si- the thought of 
Ch.-lstlaa people to the horrors and deso- 
lation o£ war. And la so dolo}; 1 have of- 
Teadod against the rules of kindly foellaB 
and Kood taste. If eltlior of the gentlemen 
attacked will say that I have done hliu 
wroaj;, or udsrepreseated him la auj; way, 
1 freely and unreservedly apologise to 
hlui. 

May I further say that nothing I have 
said or done can fairly be construed ns au 
expression of disloyalty. The llrst letlel 
I wrote upon the se.bjuet made the statL- 

nicnt that In the event of ivai o lojal 

Itrltlsh subject could hut desire the aU':- 
cess of the Brltlsli arms." 

Ueplorlag as I do the sangalnary method 
of deallUK' with laternalloaal disputes, I 
cannot hat bellevi-, and have freely express- 
ed the opinion, that there could be bat one 
result of the war, and that is the sover- 
eignty of Great lirltaln over Houtli Africa. 
'Jhere are prominent nu-a in Ureal ISrltalii, 
of hlK'h standing la all political parties and 
la all rellKlous circles, who have spoken 
and written with feelings of horror at the 
thought of war, and no one ever charged 
th.eni wltli disloyalty. Mir Edward Clarke, 
.M.r. for t'lymontli, Jlr. ,I(ihu Morley, M.l'.. 
.\Ir. .1, T. iirlght, vx-M.V., have all depre- 
catt'il a recourse to anus. And n» a Ufeloag 
advocate of Intcrnationul arbitration I have 
\untnrcd to openly express sentiments of 
that eharacter. 

1 might have written under an anony- 
mons Hignnure, In which case I sliouUI have 
avoided an unpleasant notoriety. lint 
whilst this would have been easy, It dl 1 
seem to me a coward's coarse.

VICEROY OF aVNADA. 

May Be Minto's Title In Near Future-- 
ijord Ivorne Booked for Australia. 

It is reported in l»ndon that the Mar- 
quis of Lorne if oii'tlie eve of appoint- 
nieul :is the first Viceroy of federated 
.Viistralia. I"or .\iistralia is from hem'e- 
fiirth to be governed by a Viceroy, who 
will have much the same jiowers as 1/ord 
Miiito enjoys in Canada. It is said that 
on the occasion of Doril Dome's noiiiina- 
tiiin to -Australia, the opiiorl unity will bi' 
seized to transform the title of Lord 
.Minto from that of (iovenior-t leneral to 
Viceroy of the Dominion of Canada. 
There will in that event bi' four viceroy- 
allies, namely, Iridand, India, the Do- 
minion and ,\iijstralia, while il is jiroli- 
ahle that a lifth will iie created al the 
conelnsion of the present war, to lake 
in the whole of South Africa, including 
the coii(iuore<l Transvaal and tlrangi' 
I'"ree State. 

(If course, the only reason for tin' 
choice of Lord Lorne lo the |iost of lirst 
Viceroy of .Australia, is because he hap- 
jieiis to be a son-in-law of the Ijiieen, and 
it is hoped that the iin^eiici.' of a royal 
i'rineess in .Vustriilia in the person of 
ilie so gr.'ieions and .stiH charniing Prin- 
cess I>oiiise will tend to increase the loy- 
alty of the .'Vustralians to tlie crown, en- 
dow the ofllce of Viceroy with proper 
jirestige and prevent the possibility of 
any disputes on the smbject of prece- 
dence, which would otlierwise be almost 
certain to arise. Aiistraliatus ai-e quite iih 
democratic as Canadians, and while they 
may bo ready to go to great lengths to 
demonstrate their loyalty towonls the 
reigning family, they would ibe disposed 
to manifest independence, and even rll- 
will, to any mere nobleman guilty in 
ilieir eyes of undue assiiinption-of auth- 
ority. 

I.<ord Lorne himself is not a voit iin- 
prpsJvt; personage, nor is he 'brilliant. 
But his i!j\tliep is on-^hiis yii'ry brink of the 
.ginve, aj).ilCiv,hgnnii, fluceeeds liiin as 
Duke of Argj-n,- he"''\v!ll bt?, in jioint of 
rank nnd prestige, one of the very 
grandest nobles in the kingdom, u noble,
